tors Corp. flared today when 
the United Auto Workers and 
the company failed to agree on 
a new contract by a union im- 
posed 10 a.m.

Corp. and Ford Motor Co., final 
agreement coming only 55 min- 
utes ahead of deadlines at each. 


The union took General

tors out of 1965 model produc- 
tion but announced its plants 
which build and sell parts to 
Chrysler and Ford would not be 
struck. 


Disclosure the strike was of-

Elsewhere in the world today 


the ambition of many people is 
to put on more weight, and fat 
often is regarded as a symbol 
of success. In this country, 
however, the only fat man who 
consistently gets a good press 
is Santa Claus. 


If the attitude gets much 


worse, fat people will be hound- 
ed from the streets or thrown 
into jail and put on diets of pro- 
tein bread and water.

Fat makes you more law- 


abiding. Very few overweight 
men make successful bank rob- 
bers as they have too much dif- 
ficulty waddling away with the 
loot. 


Fat tends to make a man a 


better husband. His wife is gen- 
erally happy in the knowledge 
she is not married to a woman 
chaser. Few fat men chase girls 
because 
easily. 
they get winded too 


Fat men also have better de- 


veloped minds. This is because 
they think things through before 
wasting energy unnecessarily. 


Of course being fat isn't all 


gravy. It has its minor disad- 
vantages. One of the most vex- 
ing problem of the fat man is 
that he has to bend down to tie 
his shoelaces in the morning. 
But once he has that chore out 
of the way, the rest of his day 
is clear sailing. 


The next time you see a fat 


man plodding by, retsrain that 
impulse to laugh. Give the 
matter a second thought. Isn't

Three Workers 
Plunge to Death 


MEMPHIS (AP)- Three con 


struction workers plummeted to 
their death down the shaft of a 
138-foot cement silo Thursday 
after a scaffolding collapsed. 


Police identified the victims 


as B. H. Blair, 26, and Wallace 
Smith, 24, obth Negroes, and 
Jimmy Hendricks, 34. 


It took firemen two hours to 


free the bodies of Blair and 
Smith, who fell 
92 feet and 


lodged in a small hopper open- 
ing. Hendricks plunged through 
the opening to the floor 138 feet 
away. 


All three worked for S&W Con- 


struction Co., which is building 
a silo complex on Presidents Is- 
land Industrial Park. There was 
no statement on what caused 
the scaffolding to break. 


A fourth worker, Jimmy Jor 


dan, 32 escaped when he stepped 
to the roof of the silo moments 
before the accident.
